Class iHistory 


Whien ithe harvest moon was waning, four 
lsng years cgo, the tribe of 1923, with. 93 
“Freshies” first came into these beautiful 
“Hunting Grounds” to raise their wigwams. 
The Freshmen’s first day in the “Hunting 
grounds” was full of interesting happenings. 
Everythirg scemed so very «itrange and 
they wonderid if thay would ever fcel as 
much at home as the self-satisfied Sopho- 
mores. The work seemed hard at first, but 
als thi days went by they became more and 
mite accustomind to their new ‘life and learned 
to appreciate the oppor tunities which wire 
theirs. They had come ‘to the: e Hinting 
Gypunds-+to - find ‘and grasp the education 
which is so unselfishly given ‘to all who de- 
sire it. Thets: days were filed with frolic, 
and fin, and twork what was well. worth- 
_ owhil>. 

After the first wecik or so, thy held a trib- 
al meeting and chose for ‘aeir leaders: 
Kermeth Genter als chief, Abbott Burdett for 
bis assistant and Lucy Backer, Keeper of 
the Wampicm and rig isds. A Medicine-man 
to advicta them, was indisy;nsible, in this 
new tribe, anid’ so they chc\:' from the “learn- 
cd oncs” Mr, Foxall. Aftor a lengthy dis- 
eiasction on tribal colcrs, a docision ‘was 
~ reachied, and @ banner of blue and white was 
made and latzr unfur?od in their big “Coun- 
ceil 'Hall.” 

Before the year was ver, both their chief 
and his alssistant left the tribe and those 
freshies chiosiz Henry Bartiet and Shepard 
Senter ito fill the vacancies. 

On June 16, they left the Hunting, Grounds 
‘for a vacation thrcdugh the ‘sommrer, but on 
September 14, 1920, the tribe returned for 
another year of work and gcicd times to- 


Freshmen triibic, 


gether, .They had been so well satisfied 
with Hiextry Bartlett ais ‘thcir chief that he 
was meelected. Tiley elected Harold Low 
for his acsistant and Lucy Barker to keep 
the wamipum anid ecords. {They had become 
quite attached to their Mcdicine-man and so 
hi: also was reellectied. 

Th tribe came back t20, strong and imbred 
alr-ady with a ijsence of responsibility, took 
upon themcelves the task of teaching ithe 
good manners. This was 
no small job! for they were a very larg? 
tribe and in open warfane cculd have utter- 
ly icafiped the tribe of 723. But, as it was, 
the tw) tribe's si se As and smoked the Pipe 
io 'Pleictce, 

On Octokjcr 30, the tribe of °23 gave a 
Hatiowe’en pariy to the rest of the tribes 
in the (Hhianting (ground. Our Medicinfe-man 
gave an ‘exihilblition, of his skill at swinging 
ithe Indian Clubs, and one of the girls of 
ta tribe danced. 

Witches danced along the walls, catis sao Bs 
ed among the corntalkis, and a witch flew 
up to the moon. Skelstons and Jack o‘lant- 
rns finshed the decorations. Whien all the 
“Indians” Jeft ifiie dance, to g» to their wig- 
wams they remarked that.it was the best 
Hallowe’en party ever given | in the Hunting 
Grounds. 

Time flew by and thie Sophomore year end- 
‘ed. They had nioiw become fully adjusted to 
their (¢ife ini the Hunting Ground, rich in 
meaning, full of activities which bound them 
more firmly to ‘their “Big Wigwam of the 
Learned Onjs.”’ 

Junicn year came and the tribe returned, 
to find itself sadly lacking in numbers and 
accepting their full share in the responsi- 
bilities as uppicr classmen. 
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Before leaving the Hunting Grounds in 
June they had held a meeting tf the tribe 
‘and ‘elccted their officers. The Chief and 
“his alssistant, and! keeper- of the wampum, 


remained the same, but Gertrude Leighton — 


was 2ddied to the forae, as keeper of the 
records, Their medicine-man had left them 

during the summer and so it wails necessary 
to elect another. Misj3 Plumer, pne of the 

learned ones of the faculty, consented to 
advise them in their tribal activities. The 
first important eyent was a sleigaride, on 

Jan 7. Tie tribe went to Chester and had 

‘a glorious time. They danced iand playea 

games and ate, to their hearts’ content. 

Several moons had passed and the tribe 
had not stirred from their hawntis on the hill. 

It was abput thie middle of February that 

the stately tribe of Juniiorgs gave a masquer- 

ade to ‘the other tribis. ‘Twas then that 
they decked themselves with feathers and 
besmirched {themselves with paint. Those 

Indians danced and danced till. the wig nan 

cold in their veins. - 

_ The Juniors decorated the church for Bac- 
calaureate Sunday and also the stalgie, for 
tha Senior pageant. So ends the Junior 
year, thought by some ‘to be the best year 
spent. in the Hunting Grounds. 
was one of the fullest and richest that they 
ever willl spend. 

And now Many many moons have passed, 
and the tribe of ’23 is far smaller than in 
earl days. In the last year of its his- 
tory as a member of the ‘Pinkertons” only 
53 members have survived the battles and 

‘wars of thie tribe. Assuming a dignity which 
ils befitting a tribe so noble and iof so exalted 
a position, the tribe called itself the Seniors. 

_ The tribe reelected the same leaders and 

alsio chose a motto which is “Non confectus, 

sed initus—Not the «nd but the beginning.” 
(ant iy in thy harvest sedasion, these Seniors

in ‘Kast Denry. It was indeed an ide ‘al Spot. 
Wiacn, the flames leaped. high and. “the sun 
hung low in the revening sky, the tribe set

marshmellows, and ate and ate, and ate. 
Then they sang and ‘told. stories and gave 
many of their “Indian War Cries.” Even 
though a thunder shower did break up the 
party, ali agreed they’d had a “never to ‘be 
forgotten time.’’ 

Siptember 22 they gave a reception to the 
Freshmen tribe of ’26 and there igs no doubt 
but that the Freshies felt pretty much at 
hiomie in tthe biz beautiful Hunting GEpgnds 
afiicr that evening. 

On Jan. 17, when the wind shrilled loudly 
and the air was cold, and the snow, was 
de.p on the groumd—The Seniors gatherea 
in large numbers to go on a sleigh ride to 
Chesticr, (Chester zilways was a pretty gaa 
place for a sleigh-ride)! It was ay “vent 
which most of thi tribe will always remem- 


-ber especially those who happened to be 


“at the bottom of ithe pile” when the sleigh 
tipped over! And from all reports that 
hist includes nearly every member of the 
tribe, They danced and danced ‘to the Tom- 
Tom’s beat and had a delicious feast. The 
braves and squaws murmured low wierd 
chants which rose to haunting wails. The 
wind shrieked on and the snow shione white, 
in the cold still light of the moon. 

Jain. 26 the “Council Hall” was crowded 
to it's capacity to isee the play “The Touch- 


_ down” given by the Tribe of ’23. Everyone 


said that it was the best Senior play ever 
given at the Hunting Grounds. 

As a tribal gift to the school; a painting of 
Roosevelt, oné of ‘America’s greatest heiroas, 
was presented by the chief of the aa 
tribe. 

In March tho braves of the tribe appeared 
iin tthe “Grate Mock Trial’ and everyone’ who 
saw this will agree that many of those tak- 
ing part, wer ie very good looking squaws. 

April 28rd the Seniors renewed their child- 


hood days and held : a ‘Kid party. ‘They look -
